Iam one of many millions of daily users of the 902-928 MHz band. First many companies use this 
band for wireless broadband services when there are trees and other obstructions. This band provides 

a solution not found any other way at providing Internet Service when trees block the signals from 
satellites and higher frequency bands have too much path loss. Second the 902-928 MHz band is used 
for amateur digital repeaters which forms an emergency network over a wide areas. Third I am one of 
thousands of nationwide users of the 902-928 MHz band for a project called Meshtastic. These low 
power mesh networks, which are rapidly growing and expanding around the world, work completely 
off the grid and allows messages to be relayed over hundreds of miles without the use of the Internet or 
cell towers. Protecting Meshtastic users and these unique services in the 902-928 MHz from harmful 
interference is vital for emergency communications and especially during widespread disruptions to the 
Internet. 


Iam strongly against NEXTNAV's proposal as it will potentially cause severe interference to the 902- 
928 MHz spectrum that the American public uses every day. Therefore it serves the public Interest for 
the Commission to deny NEXTNAV's petition.
